In response to the Petition Decision issued on 7 September 
2 007 regarding the above-captioned patent, the undersigned 
practitioner hereby requests for a refund of $500 improperly 
charged ($400 for the petition under 37 CFR 1.182 plus $100 
for the certificate of correction under 1.323) to Deposit 
Account No. 5 0,3105. 

BACKGROUND 

Mr. Meng-Chi Liou was named as the first inventor of 
Application No. 10/710, 887, now issued as Patent No. 7,248,319. 
His name was inadvertently misspelled as "Meng-Chi Liu . " 
Related facts and fees paid for the correction of this 
transliteration error are listed as follows: 

1 . Soon after 20 March 2007, the date on which the application 
was allowed, the applicants (now patentees) noticed the 
transliteration error in the first inventor's name. 

2 e On 3 May 2007, the applicants timely filed a request for 
correction accompanied by a supplemental application data 
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sheet ("the first request"). 



3. On 13 June 2007 , the applicants paid the issue fee and 
publication fee. 

4. On 24 July 2007, the application was issued as Patent No. 
7, 248,319 with the wrong spelling. 

5. On 27 August 2007 , pursuant to 37 CFR 1.322, the applicants 
filed a request for certificate of correction of Office 
mistake ("the second request"). 

6. On 7 September 2007, the Office issued the Petition 
Decision, granting the requests for change of name and for 
the issuance of certificate of correction. The first 
request, however, was treated as a petition under 37 CFR 
1.182 and the second as a request under 37 CFR 1.323, and 
hence a total amount of $500 were deducted from Deposit 
Account No. 50,3105 (see Attachment 1). 

7. On 16 October 2007, the Office issued the certificate of 
correction which reflected the correct spelling. 

Request Base 

1. $400 for the 37 CFR 1-182 Petition 

The applicants filed the first request before paying the 
issue fee. To correct a transliteration error like this, 
Section 605.04 (b) of the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure 
("MPEP") states : 

"When a typographical or transliteration error in the 
spelling of an inventor's name is discovered during 
pendency of an application, a petition is not required ... 
However, the applicants are strongly encouraged to use 
an application data sheet such that any patent to issue 
will reflect the correct spelling of the inventor's 
name . " 

The applicants deliberately delayed the payment of the issue 
fee, in the hope that the Office would have sufficient time 
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to reflect the corrected spelling. In fact, the payment was 
not made until one week before the time limit expired. 

37 CFR 1.182 does not apply in the instant case. The first 
request should not have been treated as a petition under 37 
CFR 1 . 182, and the petition fee of $4 00 so deducted is improper 
whatsoever . 

2. $100 for the 37 CFR 1.323 certificate of correction 

With diligent efforts, the applicants had followed the 
instructions of MPEP and filed the first request in due course. 
As the subsequent official documents (see Attachment 2) had 
reflected the correct spelling, one would have reasonably 
expected the first request to be granted by the issue date 
and the patent to be issued with the correct name. 

While it is understandable that the Office might not be 
able to address the first request prior to issuance of the 
patent, any mistake caused by it should not have been blamed 
on the applicants. After all, as the Petition Decision 
rightly pointed out, the first request was itself grantable 
but not granted in time due to an error of the Office. Such 
being the case, 37 CFR 1 . 322 should be the applicable provision 
here . 

Moreover, nothing in the first request or the second 
request has ever authorized the Office to charge $100 under 
37 CFR 1.20(a) to Deposit Account No. 50,3105 as a fee for 
certificate of correction. 

In brief, 37 CFR 1.323 does not apply in the instant case, 
for the applicants had done nothing wrong by abiding by the 
rules set forth in MPEP. The $100 fee for certificate of 
correction so deducted is improper as well. 

Conclusion 

As discussed above, please refund by crediting Deposit 
Account No. 50,3105. Should the Office believe that anything
